SCAVENGING. 


Public  Refuse  Collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council 
in  19  parishes  of  the  district  by  annual  contract,  household 
refuse  being  collected  on  fixed  days  every  fortnight  in  1 7 
parishes,  and  in  2 parishes  once  a week.  Refuse  so  collected 
is  disposed  of  on  tips  provided  by  the  Council.  In  2 
parishes  refuse  tips  are  provided  on  which  householders 
deposit  their  own  refuse.  In  2 parishes  tips  are  provided 
and  refuse  collected  and  removed  to  tips  by  the  owners  of 
the  villan*es.
